HOW TO PLANT BULBS 


The culture of bulbs is simplicity itself. They 
must have a well-drained soil, preferably one 
with sand and humus in it. Contrary to popular 
opinion, the roots of bulbs grow very deep. Give 
them at least 6 inches of fertile soil into which to 
grow. 


The depth at which to plant varies with the dif- 
ferent species. Many gardeners plant bulbs too 
close to the surface where they are subject to 
alternate freezing and thawing, and where they 
may suffer from heat during the summer. Plant 
when. the soil is fairly dry. 


There are two methods of getting the bulbs in- 
to the ground. One is to remove the soil to a de- 
sired depth, set the bulbs in place on the exposed 
surface, and then replace the soil. You would 
usually use this method if you wanted all the 
bulbs of the same variety to bloom at exactly the 
same time. The second method is to make a hole 
in the soil with a trowel for each individual bulb, 
place the bulb at the bottom and filling in soil 
over it. Using this method, you would not be likely 
to get all of your bulbs at exactly the same depth 
and, as a result, they would bloom in succession. 

Plant 6-8 inches deep and 5-6 inches apart in 
late October and November. 

HYACINTH. Plant 5-7 inches deep and 7 inches apart.

Be sure 
the bud or graft is about 3 inches below the surface. 

(3) Once the plant is in place the soil should be packed 
firmly about the roots. Water thoroughly before put- 
ting on final top soil.

(1) When planting in the fall cut back stems about one- 
half ond mound up earth around plant before ground 
freezes. Prune again in the spring leaving but 2 or 3« 
stems with only 3 to 4 buds on each stem. 

(2) Fall planted roses should be well watered until the 
ground freezes. 

(3) Spring planted roses should be cut back to 2 or 3 
stems with 4 or 5 buds on each stem and mounded 
slightly until growth starts. Water Be: plants thor- 
oughly until they become established.
